able gifts but it is in token of love 
and honor to Him who gave Himself 
to us that we in turn give gifts to 
others. Some have said it is of pagan 
origin or of Catholic origin. What dif- 
ference does that make to us! Are we 


to leave off honoring and praising 
God and fail to observe not only 
Christmas day but Mother’s Day, Fa- 
ther’s day and in fact, any day that 
brings gladness and happiness and re 
news our minds and cheers the hearts 
of our friends, just because the pagans 
and Catholics do the same? I feel that 
the real Christian ought to take the 
lead in celebrating this day. “Oh,” 
they say, “this is not the birthday of 
Christ, it couldn’t have been.” Some 
say it is too cold for shepherds to be 
out at night. You must remember that 
this country in which He was born is 
a semi-tropical country. They don’t 
have the hard winter seasons that we 
have here. It is near the border line 
of a tropical climate and this day is 
as near the birthday of Christ as rec- 
ords and human efforts can find. 

In Asiatic countries where observ- 
ance is confined to a few Christians 
celebration is somewhat limited, but 
in Europe where Christmas is the most 
important day of the year there are 
many Christian customs. In the old 
world where we get the Christmas 
stocking, the carol and many other 
Christmas festivals, Italy first hung 
up stockings. Years ago it was the 
habit of the generous people to throw 
gifts thru the open windows of homes 
of the poor people. It is said that 
purses were given to the poor. These 
purses were of knit material and very 
long. Their shape was roughly that 
of a stocking. A little later these 
purses went out of style and a stock- 
ing was used instead. These stockings 
were hung from open windows at 
night for three or four days before 
Christmas and were filled by the more 
fortunate. The idea of hanging the 
stocking at the fireplace came from 
northern Europe, where the winter 
was too cold to leave the windows up 
all night. The Christmas tree is men- 
tioned by a traveler who was going 
thru Alsace in 1605. He wrote his 
friends that it was a very pretty tree 
as it stood there decorated with paper 
flowers, sugar plums, oranges and 
toys. A table set beside it covered with 
presents. In 1562 Thomas Tysdle was 
given permission to publish a collec- 
tion of good carols to be sung to the 
glory of God, and in 1661 there ap- 
peared a new collection of carols by 
another English author. 

About the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century there came a wave of 
opposition to Christmas. The Puritans 
tried to do away with all celebrations 
for they claimed that every thing con- 
nected with its celebration was of 
pagan origin. Even if this is true, I 
think we should take the Bible as eur 
guide and if heavenly hosts could sing 
for joy and worship earth’s greatest 
gift, it is in divine order for the real 
children of God to do the same. If 
the wise men who were close enough 
to God by their devotion and reading 
the Bible and the Old Testament 
scholars could know His star when it 
appeared and open up their treasures 
and give Him the best they had, we 
would be dishonoring God and im- 
poverishing our souls to fail to cele 
brate this great day. And while I do 
not believe in Santa Claus, I do be- 
lieve in giving gifts and praising and 
blessing God. I heard one wise man 
(?) say it meant no more to him than 
any other day and yet he had much to 
say about the blessings Christ had 
brought to Him. I can’t understand 
a spirit like that. I believe one who 
had no enlightenment, coming om 
the heathen lands, and who had re 
ceived the blessing that Jesus brought, 
hearing of His birthday being cele- 
brated would have such joy and in- 
spiration that they would be obliged 
to praise and honor Him. 

I will never forget my early child- 
hood, with what joy we received our 
presents on Christmas morning, how 
we would greet each other and pay 
our Christmas gift. It was an inspira- 
tion year after year. I lived in hopes 
of that glad happy day. While my 
parents practiced what they called 
Santa Claus my mother taught me

“Let us now go even unto Bethle- 
hem, and see this thing which is come 
to pass, which the Lord hath made 
known unto us.”

Bethlehem or “The House of Bread” 
was a small village six miles south of 
Jerusalem on the way to Hebron. It 
never was a place of much importance. 
Micah calls it the least among the 
thousands of Judah. It is not men- 
tioned in any of the catalogues of Ju- 
dah’s great cities, yet to the student 
of the Bible its interest is surpassing- 
ly great. In this district lay the fields 
of Boaz in which Ruth gleaned. Here 
the son of Obed was born. David was 
also anointed in this city to be king 
of Israel. But greatest of all here was 
where the Savior of all the world was 
to be born. “The House of Bread” 
should be the birthplace of Him who 
was to come down from heaven to 
be the bread of life for men. 

While the angels’ message is still 
ringing in our ears, let us imitate the 
pious shepherds and now go even un- 
to Bethlehem in thought and see the 
things which have come to pass, which 
the Lord hath made known unto us.

about from John the Baptist all the 
way back to Moses in the wilderness.
